tell yo wy Lozds, andalfo J pzay yorrto beleenethat J 
haue nothing in ſo great care as to kepe all my othes and 
bowes , which Jhaue — and ſhall doc hercaf-

yd that ſome of the Nobilitie of 
this armie do ſpzead abzoade that they cannot doe mee

—_ thereby to trie whether J ſhoulde be ( impu- 
bent as fo giue oner and recant that which is deareſt vn- 
fo me in this wozlde, that is fo ſay, my religion and mine 
othe. 

Therefo2e (my Lo2ds) at this pzeſent J hane cauſed 
xou to be aſſembled, to the end J might declare in your 
pzeſence that Jam reſolued(and I-p2ay vato God, rather 
to take me out ofthis wozld, thenit ſhould be 8therwile) 
not fo varie no2 channge in any wiſe my religion , net- 
ther do any thing contrarte vnto mine ofhe , befoze J be 
inſtructed by a holy Councell , the which J will beartily 
yld bnto,and vow to follow the ſame : wiſhing nothing 
moze then that (ach men ſhould depart from mine arme, 
chaſing rather to haue one hundzed of faithful Frenchm# 
on my ſide, then two hundzed of ſuch fained friends ; be- 
cauſe Jam ſure that God is alwayes with them that be 

te, 

Twocaulſes there be(as I beleuce)that moue theſemen 
fo ſow this Darnell: the one is-the oth which they baue 
mads long ſince vnto the enimiesof this realme:the other 
is the ſmal vertue and aſſurance which do appeare in plas 
ces of baloz and honoz, Aherefaze let not ſuch men be a- 
fraid fodemandour licence to depart : foz Jopely declare 
vnto them that they are not ſo readie forequeſtit, as J 
am willing togrant it vnto them. NotwithCanding Jam 
very lozy,that ply ny hother Frenchme only foz their 
owne pzofit, and e. Foz althoughgene- 
rally al ſhould fozſake ft : wbi things ety = 
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I bane friends inough afmy commandemft fo2 fo maitr- 
taine me totheir ſhame in mine authozitte . And if all 
thoſe meanes ſhould faileme, yet Godis my ſure ſtrength 
and ſhie{d: who hath accompanied me with yis holy emy- 
raculous bleſſings from my birth to this pzeſent:whereof 
all ye are witneſſe. Foz D-«:/4 neuer came better into bis 
kingdome of Jſrael wethout all hops and fozce ofmengnoz 
with moze labour and perill , then J am come into this 
ſame my kingdome , in (ach a ſozt that J confeſle in very 
deed that Godhath myzaculonfly bzought me into if, and 
cſtabliſhed me therein. Pozeouer if a{ mans help ſhouid 
faile me, fox to maintaine me therein, yet Jknowe, that 
the almightie God will nener fayle me : aſſuring my 
ſelfe that þe hath not begun ſuch a myzacuious wozke 
fo: toleane it vnperfect , and not onely foz my ſake , but 
alſo foz his holy name, and fo2 ſomante perſons that are 
aTliced in diners ſozfes in this mine owne kingdome, 
whocrie foz mercie : whome alſo J deſire fo fucconr : and 
J doe p2omile as aking to perſozme it as ſoone as God 
will gine me leave. 

Let then this companie of euill ſpeakers ccaſe , and 
let them truely beleene that neyther this Crowne, noz 
the Empire of all the whole earth were able to make 
me chaunge the Religion wherein J haue bene bzought 
bppe and inffructed from my mothers pappes , and the 
which J vphol> tobe true : and alſo that J acknowledge 
nothing but the'onely wozd of God to be my guide and 
- refozme me to a holy councell as:J hane ſaid hereto- 
v2e. 

All ye, mp Lo2ds, doe know, that Jam a frue and na- 
furall Frenchman : and Jam ſuch aone as men need nof 
fo doubt of me, Foz my actions in time paſt may teſtific 
how Jhaue vſed my ſelfe in the behagiour of that which 
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I have done within theſe ſirteene 02 ſenentcene yeres that 
JI bane raigned in my kingdome of Nauarre,being a conn- 
frie vnder mine obedience . Jtis eaſie fobe indged what 
J am,though J haue great occaſion tofeele my ſelfe offen- 
ded foz the wzong done. vnfo me of the enemies of this 
crowne, 

Pozeouer,my Lo2ds, JF leane you tothinke how hard it 
is foz me,being pour king,andleauing yon in libertie fo2 
the exerciſeof your religion, to fozbeare,that there ſhould 
be ſome among you, yea of the baſer ſozt, who wonld en- 
deuour themſelues fo rule me accozding fo their vaine 
opinion. Fo2 this cauſe Jp2ay all godmen of this aſſem- 
blie andothers of this realme tobe tndges thereupon. And 
fozaſmuchas none canbe perfect, Jpzay you al my Lo2ds, 
if Jhane fozgotten ante: thing concerning my dufie, fo 
p2ay with me vnto the Lozd God continually to conduct 
and aſſiſt me hereafter with his holy ſpirite,foz the increa- 
ſm of the kingdome of þis fonne Jelus Chzift, and fo2 the 
entertainment of mine eſtate,anv alſo foz the comfozt of 
mine owne lubiecs,
